Hutchinson, a form er U-M pro­ 
fessor, said conditions peculiar to 
automobile m anufacturing give it

“ It calls for high standards and 
a fair d ay’s work: the engineers 
for the auto firm s have a great 
responsibility to m easure w o r k 
skillfully to avoid the charges of 
speedup and inequity.
